TILLIAM GREEN of the AFL and all the 


‘little Greens in California threw up their 
hands in horror at John L. Lewis’ now fa- 
mous radio speech in which he criticized the 
Administration. 

“We will never do a thing like that,”’ they 
humbly mumbled with feigned piety. 

Now these same gentlemen are engaged in 
a sniping war against the Wagner Act and 
the National Labor Relations Board. 

Lewis took the Administration to task 
for its failure to keep certain pledges 
to labor. 

Green attacks it for the most import- 
ant pledge it kept—enforcement of the 
Wagener Act. 

Lewis criticized the silence of the Ad- 
ministration when steel corporation 
agents shot down sixteen strikers in cold 
blood. 

Green criticizes the free opportunity a 
government agency offers the workers to 
select a union of their own choice. 

Nor does the contrast end there. In 1936, 
Lewis and the unions associated with him, 
actively campaigned for Roosevelt through 
Labor's Non-Partisan League Green and 
the few reactionaries associated with him took 
no such active part in the campaign. It was 
labor, under the leadership of the Non-Par- 
tisan League, that was responsible more 
than any other single agency for the New 
Deal's overwhelming victory. 


So it has been since the elections. The 
CIO stood solid behind every progressive 


measure introduced by Roosevelt. It re- 
served the right, and rightly so, to criticize 
him when he failed to push progressive poli- 
cles.
